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Driver’s despair 

as car is torched 


NEWLY- qualified 
lifeguard Christopher 
Dawkins has been left 
counting the cost after 
his car was torched - 
putting his insurance 
premiums up by £1,000 to 
a whopping £3,300 a year. 

Christopher, 20, was 
woken by the police at 
4.30am on Tuesday with the 
news that his Vauxhall Corsa 
had been pushed on to a 
school playing field near his 
home in Abington Place, 
Haverhill, and set on fire. 

The 1996 car was worth only 
about £400, but because of his age, 
Christopher was already paying 
£2,300 for insurance. Now he has 
been told that even though he is 
not claiming for the burnt-out car, 
his insurance for a new vehicle will 
cost him an extra £1,000. 

For the past two-and-a-half years 
Christopher has been doing a 
cleaning job at Addenbrooke’s 
hospital to pay for his car, which he 
only bought in April and has 
worked on since then. He recently 
passed his exams as a lifeguard and 
has just found out that he has a job 
at Haverhill Leisure Centre. 
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He said: “I was devastated when 
the policeman told me. It is my first 
car and I have saved up to buy it, 
and then spent loads on it. 

“It is not worth claiming for it as 
the excess would be well over the 
value of the car. I have lost my car 
and now I have to pay £1,000 more 
for insurance. 

“I always lock my car - I am 
fanatical about it and even go back 
to check it. I think it was just yobs, 
bored out of their brains, who 
wanted some fun and saw my 
vulnerable little Corsa. I am saving 
up to get married next year and 
hopefully to buy a house.” 

Christopher’s mum Tracey 
Dudley said she was working late 
and parked her car next to 
Christopher’s when she came home 
at about 1.15am. 

She said: “It was sandwiched in, 
but they still managed to get it out. 
I am angry because it was his first 
car and he worked hard to save up 
for it. 

“They just don’t care what they 
do. I often work until 3am or 4am 
and the amount of young kids 
walking round then is unreal.”

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Warning as thefts

SCHOOLBOY Liam Goodwin is the 
latest victim of a spate of bicycle thefts 
- the third bike he has had stolen in 
two years. 

Liam, 11, had had the £150 BMX for 
just a month, paying for it with his 
own money saved from birthday and 
Christmas presents. He left it at the 
front of his father’s house in Warren 
Court, Haverhill, for 15 minutes on 
Monday. Although it was locked up, 
when he returned it had gone. 

His mum Amanda said they were 
both ‘gutted’ by the theft. The two 
bikes previously stolen were also new 
BMXs of a similar value and both 
taken from a bike shed outside her 
home in Camps Road. 

She said: “I am gutted. I just feel 
there are some really nasty people out 
there and there is no need for it. What 
makes it even more heartbreaking is 
that he paid for it out of his own 
money. He had locked it up and looked 
after it, but it was still taken. 

“He is really upset about it and feels 
like he has been kicked in the teeth. At 
the moment he feels that there is no 


point getting another one, as the same 
thing is just going to happen again. 

“He uses his bike to go and visit his 
dad and it means he can be up there in 
a couple of minutes. He can walk, but 
that’s not the point - he should not 
have to. It’s not even the sort of place 
where people walk past; it is quite 
secluded. I think someone must have 
seen it and decided to take it.” 

The bike is a Piranha 450, which is 
distinctive, with a purple frame and 
neon green handle bars. It was taken 
only a week after Haverhill police 
warned of a spate of 10 bicycle thefts 
over a three-week period in the in the 
town, including an unusual limited 
edition Mongoose BMX stolen from 
mother-of-five Nikki Dunkley at Tower 
Court, Haverhill. 

PC Will Wright of Haverhill Police 
urged cyclists to keep their bicycles 
locked up and, if possible, out of sight.

GCSE results at Haverhill’s two 
secondary schools have broken all 
records today, with pupils achieving the 
best grades ever. 

Samuel Ward school, which this year 
became an academy, saw a 100 per cent 
pass rate with five or more A*-G grades, 
with 91 per cent of pupils achieving five or 
more A*-C grades.

Police in plea to dog owners

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Mum Mandy 
tells of her 22 
card iac arrests 
in four hours 


W AKING with 
a start, 
Mandy 
Hague felt an 
excruciating pain 
pierce her body. 
Unable to move, the 
34-year-old was in 
absolute agony 
Though she didn’t know 
it, the mum-of-two was 
about to have a major 
heart attack; over the next 
four hours, she suffered a 
terrifying 22 cardiac 
arrests. 

“It sounds ridiculous, 
but it felt like someone 
had got a huge sword and 
driven it right through me 
and into the mattress. The 
pain was indescribable: it 
was literally pinning me to 
the bed,” remembers 
Mandy. 

“It was about lam. I 
managed to nudge Ian, 
my husband, and wake 
him. He took one look at

me - apparently I was grey 
and dripping with sweat - 
and phoned an 
ambulance.” 

The last thing Mandy 
remembers is descending 
the stairs and being 
helped aboard the 
ambulance; after that, it’s 
all a blur. 

“The only thing I can 
recall is coming to at one 
point and asking where 
my slippers were: I’d only 
just bought them and they 
got lost somewhere along 
the line,” laughs Mandy. 

“But, seriously, I look 
back and feel incredibly 
lucky to have made it - 
and eternally grateful to 
the medical staff who 
saved me. I flatlined 22 
times and they never gave 
up on me; they 
resuscitated me every 
time. If it wasn’t for them, I 


wouldn’t be here.” 

It is almost 10 years 
since Mandy’s heart attack 
and, to mark the 
milestone, the 44-year-old 
is planning a celebration: 
a day-long fundraiser at 
the Melbourn craft store 
she runs with elder 
daughter Kirsty. 

Called Make ‘n’ Mend, 
the event has a vintage 
theme, promising 
everything from craft 
demonstrations (lace 
making, tatting, crochet) 
and a thrift stall (selling 
second-hand craft 
supplies) to a knit-off 
contest and a ‘make and 
take’ jewellery workshop 
for children. 

Taking place on 
Saturday, all proceeds will 
be split between the 
British Heart Foundation 
and the cardiac unit at 
Papworth Hospital, where 
Mandy ended up having 
surgery. 

“We try to raise some 


money every year - it’s our 
way of saying thank you - 
but this time we wanted to 
do something special, to 
celebrate the fact we’re a 
decade on and I’m still 
going strong,” says Mandy. 

“If you looked at my 
medical notes, you’d know 
there was something 
wrong; to meet me, you 
wouldn’t know. 

“In fact, my family and 
friends are always telling 
me off for doing too 
much: they say I’m like a 
hamster in a wheel -1 just 
keep on going!” 

Mandy fell ill about six 
months before the heart 
attack. Then a self- 
employed painter and 
decorator, she was also 
busy being mum to her 
daughters, Kirsty, then 14, 
and Bronte, then 9. 

“About six months 
earlier I started feeling 
really tired, a different 
kind of tired to normal,” 
she explains. “And then,

about three months 
before, I began to get 
these really bad pains in 
my forearms. To start with, 
the doctor thought it 
might be repetitive strain, 
because of my work. 

“It reached the point 
where the pain was so 
bad, I couldn’t actually 
work any more.” 

Despite a barrage of 
tests - including scanning 
both her heart and lungs - 
medics drew a blank. And 
all the time, Mandy was 


feeling worse and worse. 

“I couldn’t even walk 
Bronte to school: I’d stand 
at the front door and wait 
for someone I knew to 
walk by, so I could ask 
them to take her. 

“I was so tired and 
weak. And the pain in my 
arms would get so bad I’d 
just have to lie down.” 

There is no history of 
heart disease in Mandy’s 
family and, being both 
young and physically fit, 
nobody suspected cardiac

problems. 

“I didn’t have chest pain 
or breathlessness, which 
you normally associate 
with heart attack victims,” 
she says. “So when I did 
have the heart attack, it 
was a real shock.” 

Kirsty, now 24, says: 

“The main thing I 
remember from that night 
was mum saying ‘Kirsty! 
Kirsty! Get me some 
jogging bottoms!’ She was 
only in her nightie, and 
she was adamant she

wasn’t going to hospital 
like that. 

“She actually walked 
down the stairs and into 
the garden, but we think 
she must have had the 
heart attack as soon as 
she got into the 
ambulance: they shut the 
doors and then didn’t 
drive off for ages.” 

While the girls were 
looked after by their 
grandparents, Ian 
followed the ambulance 
in his own car. By the 
time he reached 
Addenbrooke’s, Mandy 
was in the crash unit - 
where she kept going 
into cardiac arrest, and 
was revived 22 times. 

“When we were first 
allowed to see Mum, I 
remember her chest was 
all burnt from the shock 
pads,” Kirsty recalls. 

Mandy says: “The 
weird thing was, when I 
came round I actually felt 
brilliant - better than I 
had for ages.” 

“You didn’t look 
brilliant though,” adds 
Bronte, 19. “You were 
grey and you had these 
huge black circles round 
your eyes...” 

As soon as Mandy was 
stable, she was 
transferred to Papworth, 
where cardiac experts 
performed emergency 
surgery It transpired die 
heart attack-and 
subsequent arrests - had 
been caused by 
blockages in three main 
bloodvessels, so the 
surgeons inserted a trio 
of stents to reopen them. 


“Not only did Dad get 
a speeding ticket when 
he went to the hospital 
the first time, when he 
took us to visit we had a 
crash and the car was 
written off,” says Kirsty 
“We stalled at a junction 
and another car came 
straight into us; we were 
spun round 360 degrees. 

“Dad made us promise 
not to tell Mum what had 
happened, but she took 
one look at our white 
faces and knew 
something serious was 
up. 

“Honestly, it was one 
thing after die other. We 
then went home to get 
some of Mum’s things 
and found that one of 
our dogs, a Staffie, had 
literally eaten the house 
while we’d been gone. 
He’d put away 15 fairy 
cakes, ripped the sofa to 
bits, chewed up the ketde 
- actually chewed the 
metal...” 

After six days in 
hospital, Mandy was 
allowed home. Doctors 
warned she would feel 
very weak - and that it 
might take a year for her 
health to recover. 

“That’s how long it did 
take, to be honest,” she 
says. “I had to use a 
mobility scooter for quite 
a long time. I didn’t like it 
much - I’m such an 
active person - but it was 
a necessity.” 

In the wake of her op, 
performed in the 
November of 2001, 
Mandy developed 
palpitations so severe 


they shook her whole 
body. “I couldn’t even 
hold a cup of tea: I’d sit 
there and my whole body 
was going ‘boomp, 
boomp’.” 

More surgery - to sear 
apparently over-active 
nodes in her heart - 
followed. Little by little, 
Mandy’s strength began 
to return. And then, 
almost exactly a year 
after her heart attack, the 
horribly familiar pains 
returned to her forearms. 

“We were almost out 
the door on the way to 
school,” remembers 
Bronte. “Mum suddenly 
sat down on the sofa and 
said ‘Call an ambulance’, 
which I did. It turned out 
to be an angina attack, 
but it was really scary. 

“For a long time after 
that, I didn’t want to 
leave Mum’s side at all, 
not even to go to school. 
It’s only recently, almost 
10 years on, that I’ve 
been OK about staying 
away from her 
overnight.” 

On various 

medications, Mandy’s 
condition finally 
improved and she was 
able to return to work. 
Always very artistic, she 
began painting 
collectable soldiers at 
home, then went on to 
get a full-time job at a 
craft outlet. Her mum 
and both the girls also 
got jobs with die same 
company 

“We were all made 
redundant on Christmas 
Eve 2004, by fax,” 


explains Kirsty “I have 
never wanted to hurt a 
fax machine so much... 
As you can imagine, that 
was a joyful Christmas.” 

And, as soon as Mandy 
got better, Ian suffered a 
major seizure and was 
diagnosed with epilepsy, 
possibly the legacy of a 
motorbike accident he 
had as a youngster. 

“So many things have 
happened to us,” says 
Kirsty. “But we’re not the 
kind of family to dwell on 
things or get down - 
you’d never get anywhere 
like that.” 

Mandy now runs Craft 
Corner at Melbourn’s 
Phillimore Garden 
Centre with Kirsty and 
the pair say business is 
booming. Selling all 
kinds of craft materials - 
from paper, card and 
stamps, to beads, 
ribbons, wool and 
quilting fabrics - they 
have a loyal and fast¬ 
growing clientele. 

“People have already 
been so supportive of our 
Make ‘n’ Mend event, 
making things for us to 
raffle and that kind of 
thing,” Mandy says. 
“We’re hoping to raise at 
least £200, £100 for each 
of the good causes. 

“I know I’ve been ill, 
but I don’t focus on that. I 
focus on how lucky I am 
and how many good 
things I have in my life: I 
think that’s the best way 
to be.”

SPEEDING motorists 
are being targeted by 
police in Suffolk 
during a week-long en¬ 
forcement campaign. 

The campaign to target 
motorists who risk lives by 
speeding is led by TISPOL, 
the European Traffic Police 
Network. 

The initiative began on 
Monday and will finish on 
Sunday, with an increased 
number of checks and en¬ 
forcement across the county. 

Speeding is one of the 
“Fatal Four” driving 
offences alongside drink¬ 
driving, using a mobile 
phone and seatbelt 
offences. Last year, 20 
people died on Suffolk’s 
roads and in six of these 
incidents speeding was 
identified as being a 
contributory factor. 

In 2009, speeding was a 
contributing factor in half 
of road deaths in the 
county. 

Reducing the number of 
people killed or seriously 
injured on Suffolk’s roads is 
a priority for Suffolk police. 

Officers are aiming to 
highlight dangers of 
speeding and the conse¬ 
quences that driving above 
the limit can have through 
education and enforce¬ 
ment, meaning motorists

are more likely than ever to 
be caught when driving at 
excessive speeds. 

Motorists caught spee¬ 
ding will face a £60 fixed 
penalty notice and three 
points on their licence. 

Certain offences could 
see drivers taken to court 
where they may face larger 
fines and disqualification 
from driving. 

Chf Insp Adrian Dawson, 
head of roads policing for 
Suffolk, said: “Driving at 
excessive speeds is a 
contributing factor in a 
large number of road traffic 
collisions, and people who 
speed need to realise that 
they are not only putting 
their lives at risk but also 
the lives of other road users. 

“You can greatly reduce 
the chances of doing 
serious harm if you are 
travelling at the speed limit 
designated for the road 
you’re travelling on. 

“Reducing speeding in 
the county remains a 
priority throughout the 
year, and through both 
education and enforcement 
we will continue to target 
motorists who feel they are 
above the law and put 
others at risk.”

Council is hit in pocket 
over building firm probe 


COUNCIL tax-payers 
have been left facing a 
£43,000 bill over illegal 
work on a listed building 
carried out by a 
company which has 
gone into liquidation. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
on Monday that Springbarn 
Developments Ltd of Great 
Bradley, which two years ago 
was turning over £1 million a 
year, had gone into liquidation 
in fune owing far more than the 
value of its assets. 

The company was prosec¬ 
uted in relation to work on a 
grade II-listed former farm 
building at The Stables, Gulling 
Green, near Bury St Edmunds, 
which between September and 
November 2009 was being 
converted into a house. St 
Edmunsbury Borough Council 
spent £35,000 on investigating 
and a further £8,000 in legal 
fees in connection with the 
case. 

Despite hearing of the 


company’s liquidation, fudge 
Peter Thompson said he was 
obliged to impose a fine and 
order the payment of costs to 
the council, even though there 
was no prospect of a single 
penny ever being paid. He 
imposed a £5,000 fine, plus 
£10,000 towards costs. 

Hugh Rowlands, prosec¬ 
uting, said that the cow shed 
was a “rare survivor” among 
buildings of its kind and while 
dating from around 1800, 
included medieval and Tudor 
timbers from a former 
farmhouse that once stood on 
the site. Ancient timbers had 
been removed, disposed of and 
replaced with new wood, using 
joints that were not in keeping 
with the age of the structure. 

Directors of Springbarn 
claimed that they had only 
been following instructions 
from the architect overseeing 
the project. The company 
pleaded guilty to carrying out 
unauthorised work on a listed 
building, but was not 
represented in court.

BASED on the graphic novel by 
Scott Mitchell Rosenberg, 

Cowboys & Aliens is a rootin’ 
tootin’ action adventure that melds 
the western and science fiction 
with a blitzkrieg of CGI. 

It’s a curious juxtaposition - 
pistols and laser guns - and some 
elements of Jon Favreau’s 
entertaining film don’t gel. 

While Harrison Ford possesses 
the weariness of a man who could 
conceivably have kicked up his 
spurs in 1870s New Mexico, co- 
star Daniel Craig swaggers around 
in figure-hugging leather chaps 
and a shirt unbuttoned to the navel 
like James Bond at a fancy dress 
party. 

We’re not remotely surprised that 
he opens the film by disabling 
three bandits on horseback. 

Nor do we bat an eyelid when his 
character out-canters an alien 
spaceship along a canyon ridge 
and leaps from the turbo-charged 
nag onto the otherworldly craft. 
Preposterousness aside, Cowboys 
& Aliens gallops along at a fair lick 
and director Favreau orchestrates 


the set pieces with aplomb, 
keeping our adrenaline pumping 
as the 19th century heroes use 
their primitive weapons against 
hordes of predators. 

Jake Lonergan (Craig) wakes in 
the desert with a gunshot wound, 
a large metal bracelet on his wrist 
and no memory of what went 
before. He struts into town and is 
unmasked as a killer with a 
sizeable bounty on his head. 
Arrested and bound for prison 
alongside Percy Dolarhyde (Paul 
Dano), Jake makes his escape 
from the prison coach during a 
devastating attack by 
extraterrestrial craft. 

Percy is abducted and the boy’s 
powerful father, Woodrow 
(Harrison Ford), vows to rescue 


his son. He press gangs Jake into 
accompanying his posse. 

Beautiful cowgirl Ella Swenson 
(Olivia Wilde), publican Doc (Sam 
Rockwell) and a fatherless boy 
called Emmett (Noah Taylor) join 
the hunt for the aliens. 

Craig exudes the same amount of 
charisma as the wooden scenery 
but he is a brooding presence and 
the camera sensibly focuses on 
his chest and posterior. 

Ford provides fleeting comic relief 
and also pockets the film’s best 
emotional scene, sharing a tender 
moment with a Native American in 
his posse. 

Wilde’s feisty femme is unable to 
generate any sexual chemistry 
with Craig, so she is gifted a 
pivotal role in the final showdown.

Lining up 

seaside 

specials 

OING to the seaside is 
such an uplifting 
experience, with the huge 
expanses of blue water, sandy 
beaches and open-air pursuits. 

Many people return home with dreams of 
living on the coast, but for gardeners it can 
bring a glut of problems, thanks to sea spray 
and strong winds. 

Windbreaks are essential, along with a 
variety of plants which will withstand the 
constant salt spray, sandy soils and drying 
wind. 

Yet if you choose carefully, your coastal 
garden can come into its own in summer, 
taking advantage of the fact that you’re 
unlikely to suffer the frosts of inland regions, 
thanks to the sea’s moderating influence on 
temperature. 

The seaside garden can be a place for 
bright, loud colour - whites, sizzling oranges, 
vivid cerises and shocking pinks. Calendulas, 
eschscholzias, mesembryanthemums and 
other annuals grow vigorously and seed 
freely in gravel. Use materials which match

the setting - pebbles, driftwood, shells are all 
ideal partners for plants which can take a 
coastal hammering. 

Coastal gardens don’t have much green 
but tend to concentrate on different shapes 
and textures. Foliage is usually silver, grey 
and blue, which contrasts well with zingy 
flower colours. Agaves and other exotic 
looking plants can do well in pots in the mild 
climate of seaside gardens. 

There are many plants which are tough 
enough to withstand all that salt spray and sea 
breeze can throw at them, but as a rule of

thumb you will find that those with tough, 
leathery leaves as well as spiny and hairy 
plants should have more resistance to drying 
winds. 

Silver foliage shrubs and perennials such 
as the sun-loving Lavandula angustifolia, 
Brachyglottis ‘Sunshine’ and Helichrysum 
italicum provide soft, silver mounds of 
foliage and can be trimmed back after 
flowering in summer and again in early 
spring to keep them in shape. 

Rosemary and sage also look good with 
silver foliage perennials in the seaside garden, 
while cistus and helianthemums do well if 
sheltered from salt winds. Patio pots are best 
filled with drought-resistant sun-lovers such 
as pelargoniums and gazanias in bold colours. 

The first job is to make an effective 
windbreak, preferably from a natural source, 
such as a hedge or wind-filtering barrier of 
trees or shrubs which are of good depth, 
preferably planted in two or more staggered 


rows. Good species for this job include pine, 
alder, hawthorn and hornbeam. 

Elaeagnus x ebbingei, an evergreen with 
dark green leaves with silver undersides, will 
grow quickly to 3m (10ft), providing a 
substantial windbreak grown as a hedge or 
free-growing shrub. 

Escallonias are also fantastic shrubs for 
seaside gardens, with their attractive white, 
pink or red flowers produced from late spring 
to early autumn. 

Alternatively, you could go for a fence-like 
windbreak such as woven wattle or willow 
hurdles, which are available from garden 
centres or local craftsmen. Have a look in the 
classified sections of any of the gardening 
magazines and you should find what you 
want. Once you have a sheltered garden, that 
widens the choice of plants you will be able 
to grow there. 

Before you start, test your soil. Many 
seaside gardens are high in alkaline because 


of the high calcium content of cmshed sea 
shells. If you have alkaline soil, don’t plant 
lime-haters such as rhododendron or azalea, 
because they won’t do well. 

If your soil is sandy, beef it up with some 
organic matter to retain moisture and add 
nutrients. Once you have done this, mulch the 
area with compost or chipped bark to keep in 
the moisture. 

Walk around the area and make a note of 
the plants which are thriving in neighbouring 
gardens, so you know what would do well in 
yours. 

Plants which may be suitable for your 
seaside garden include eryngium (sea holly), 
echinops (globe thistle), crocosmia, sedum 
and heuchera, with a mix of shrubs and 
climbers including buddleia, berberis, broom, 
ceanothus, escallonia, hebe, weigela and 
lavatera. 

Make the most of rock plants such as 
Armeria maritima, aubrieta, dianthus alpinus, 
phlox subulata, stachys and Iris pumila.

Goodwood conjures awesome car thrills

WITH the second major 
Goodwood event of the 
season due to take place 
from September 15-18, 
every car, bike and 
Spitfire fan can be 
assured of another 
superb helping of 
classic fun at the Sussex 
venue, writes Peter 
Crispin. 

Forget Dr Who, the 
Goodwood Revival really is a 
chance to travel back in time 
and attendees are encourage 
to dress in the period of their 
choice - be it the Roaring 
Forties or the Swinging Sixties, 
this is a chance for mum and 
the kids, as well as dad, to 
dress up and party to the 
backdrop of sights and 
sounds of yesteryear at one of 
the world’s most authentic 
circuits from the period. 

The facilities at Goodwood 
are superb and even the 
catering will be themed to 
include only Fifties fare and 
the like. And don’t think 
people were slumming it back 
then - go along in September 
to taste and see that Classics

are good! 

Goodwood, which was 
Britain’s first post-war 
permanent motorsport 
circuit, is still wowing the 
crowds today with a mixture 
of style, excitement and, at the 
annual Festival of Speed that 
takes place every June, there’s 
cutting-edge technology on 
display too. 

Two things that Britain does 
well are nostalgia and motor 
racing, so a powerful cocktail 
of both, set in stunning 
scenery like the Goodwood 
estate, has to be a winning 
combination and it is - in 
spades. If you have any 
interest in motorsport, two¬ 
wheeled or four, or even in 
aviation, you need to go at 
least once to the two amazing 
Goodwood spectacles held 
every June and September. 

Unlike any car or bike 
museum though, which 
always seem eerily silent and 
lifeless no matter how well the 
exhibits are displayed, the 
cars and bikes at Goodwood 
are noisy - fire and smoke¬ 
breathing living creatures. 
This is what sets Goodwood 
apart and secures the 
reputation of its 
two events as the 
world’s greatest 
celebration of 
motor racing 

history and 
culture. 

The first is 
always the Festival 
of Speed, which 
takes place the 
week before the 
British Grand Prix, 
thereby ensuring 
the participation 
The 1933 of most Formula 1 
teams and drivers. 


This year’s Festival, which 
took place last month, was the 
final event of the 2011 
National Motorsport Week 
and the attendees read like a 
Who’s Who of motorsport with 
the last four British Formula 1 
champions - Nigel Mansell, 
Damon Hill, Lewis Hamilton 
and of course Jenson Button - 
all present. There were also 
the most recent winners of 
the Indianapolis 500 race in 
the US and myriad legendary 
names from the past 
including John Surtees and 
Stirling Moss. The Festival 
focuses on timed runs up the 
famous 1.16 mile Goodwood 
hillclimb by everything from 
early Grand Prix and 
endurance machines, to off¬ 
road and contemporary racers 
and racing motorcycles. 
Almost every motor sport 
discipline is honoured and 
can be seen in action. 

The theme for 2011 was 


‘Racing Revolutions’, 
celebrating some key 
advances in the ceaseless 
quest for increased power, 
efficiency and speed. 2011 
marks 75 years since Auto 
Union won the European 
Championship with a ground¬ 
breaking rear-engined car - 
the pattern followed by all FI 
cars today. It’s also 30 years 
since the Audi Quattro 
heralded rallying’s four- 
wheel-drive age and the 
McLaren MP4/1 introduced 
the first FI carbon-fibre 
chassis, and 20 years since a 
rotary-engined Mazda took 
the chequered flag at Le 
Mans. All of those legendary 
cars were there, along with 
other landmark designs and 
many of the people - both 
designers and drivers - who 
took these innovations from 
drawing board to chequered 
flag. 

Unlike any modern-day FI 


event though, at Goodwood 
you can stroll through the pits 
and get as close as you want 
to the cars and mechanics. 
This is hugely more 
interesting than sitting in an 
expensive grandstand seat, 
staring with binoculars across 
a wide track and pit lane - and 
that’s if you’re lucky and have 
paid for the privilege. 

Goodwood is about far 
more than just cars though, 
and there was a full array of 
motorcycles due to the 100th 
anniversary of the Isle of Man 
TT Mountain Course. Even 
children are catered for, with 
BMX and trials bike stunt 
events and a chance for 
hands-on experience in 
simulators. 

Nor is it all about racing - 
the Cartier ‘Style et Luxe’ 
exhibits comprising some of 
the most immaculately 
turned-out exotic cars and 
styling exercises ever to grace 
an exhibition field. This year 
DJ Chris Evans showed his 
‘Magnificent Seven’ Ferraris, 
but there were boat-tailed 
veterans, crazy concept cars 
and oddities such as the 
astonishing 1933 Dymaxion. 
Of the 175,000-odd visitors to 
wander through Goodwood’s 
grounds during the Festival, I 
wouldn’t mind betting a fair 
number thought this three¬ 
wheeled, 11-seater 

‘aeroplane without wings’ 
was the wackiest vehicle on 
display, but in the end the 
honours for overall best car 
went to a 1951 Ferrari - 
more’s the pity. 

But apart from the Festival, 
the forthcoming Revival is 
truly a family-friendly event 
centred on the Goodwood 
race circuit rather than the

hillclimb. It’s a great weekend 
so you’ve got three days to 
choose from and it comprises 
a more typical programme of 
races designed to pit groups 
of cars from every decade 
since the 30s against each 
other. No modern cars are 
permitted inside the circuit 
for the duration, and period 
dress is encouraged. This 
helps give the event a true 
‘time-warp’ feel and even the 
music is Fifties-themed. Part 
fancy dress, part car race, part 
film set, it’s truly a unique 
event. 

Check out this year’s 
Festival of Speed - you haven’t 
missed it and can still get 
tickets. It’s a great day out for 
all the family - ticket details 
are on www.goodwood.com. 



BMW X3 gets extra models 


THE BMW X3 now has 
two new models in its 
range. Following on from 
the successful launch of 
the BMW X3 xDrive20d in 
2010, the higher powered, 
higher specification X3 
xDrive30d and X3 
xDrive35d are now 
available. 

Benefitting from an 
eight-speed automatic 
gearbox as standard, the 
class-leading 3.0-litre 
engine in the X3 xDrive30d 
produces 258hp and 
560Nm of torque to 
accelerate from zero to 
62mph in just 6.2 seconds 
before going on to a top 
speed of 130mph. 
However, this latest X3 
produces C02 emissions 
of just 159g/km whilst 
returning a combined fuel 
consumption of 47.1 mpg.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
